Ariſtarchus proves and demonſtrates in his Treartiſe'$ 
Magnmitudes and Diſtances, that the Diſtance of the Suny 
above eighteen times, and under twenty times great 

than that of the Moon from us. And yet they, who 
' Place her loweſt, ſay that her Diſtance from us cy 
rains {ix and fifry of the Earths Semidiameters, that, 
that ſhe is fix and fifty times as far from us, as wear 
from the Center of the Earth: which is forty chouſad 
| Stadia: and therefore according to thoſe, who make ther 
Computation moderately, the Sun is above four Mi 
ons and three hundred thouſand Sradia diſtant fron 
the Moon : fo far is ſhe from the Sun by reaſon of te 
Gravity, and ſo near does ſhe approach to the Eant 
So that if Subſt:inces are to be diſtinguiſh by Places, the 
Portion and Region of the Earth challenges to it 
the Moon, which by reafon' of Neighbourhood ant 
Proximity has a Right to be reputed and reckon'd' 
mongſt the terreſtrial Nazures and Bodies. Nor fluk 
we, in my Opinion, do amiſs, if having given to the 
Bodies, which are ſaid to be above, ſo vaſt an Intern 
and Diſtance ; we leave alſo to thoſe which are beloy, 
ſome Space and Room to turn them in, ſuch as is th 
betweery the Earth and the Moon.

In a Word, how is the Earth ſaid to be the Middle, 
and of what is it the, Middle? For Ilzy or the Univerſe 
j-infinite; and Infnire having neither 'Beginning nor 
End, 'tis convenient alfo, that it ſhould not have any 


' Middle; for the Middle is a certain End or Limit; but 


Infiniteneſs is a Privation of all ſorts of Limits. Now 
he, that affirms the Earth to be the Middle, not of the 
Univerſe, but of the World, is certainly a pleaſant Man, 
if he does not think, that the World it ſelf is ſub;e& ro 
the: ame Doubts and Difficulties : for the Univerſe 
has 'not lefr a Middle even to the very World, but 
being. without any certain Seat or Foundation, it is 
carry'd inan infinite Voidneſs not to any Place, that is 
proper'for it. And if perhaps having met with ſome 
other Cauſe of ſtay, it has ſtopt, nor acgording to the 
Nature of the Place, as much may be canjectur'd of 
the Moon, that by the Means of another Soul, and a- 
nother Nature, or to ſay better, of another Difference, 
the Earth continues firm here below, and- the Moon 
moves. -. Beſides this, ſee, whether they are' not igno- 
rang of a great Inconvenience and Errar : for if *ris true, 
that all, which is without the Center of the Earth, 
however it be, is above, there will then be. no Part of 
the World below, but the Earth, and all, that is upon 
8,-will be above; arid in brief, every Body that ſhall 
be-neer or about the Center, will be. above, and there 
will be nothing below or underneath, but one only 


Pomt; which has'no 'Body; which: will of 
bad baud agrinſ; and” oppoſt'all> the” reſt of' the Wor 
Nature, if Above and Beneath, High and Low, are nan 
rally oppoſite 16 one another.

if 2 Place, where by Nature it ſhould not be : for the 
Fire of Mount ens is indeed againſt Nature under 
Ground, nevertheleſs it ceaſes not to be Fire.

Society together. For : there had not been any ott 
26he the World againſt Nature, but every thing had 
n in the ſame Place and Quality, it naturally ought 
to be, without. ſtanding in need of any Change @ 
Tranſpoſition, or having had any Occaſion for it fram 
the Beginning : 1 know not, what the Work of Divine 
Providence is, or in what it confifts, or »f what Fupj 
fer has been the Father, Creator, or Worker. Far 
there would not ina Camp be any need of a Man, who 
is well skill'd in the Art of ranging and ordering of 
- Battles, if every Souldier of himſelt knew and under- 
ſtood his Rank, Place, and Station, and the Opport- 
nity, he ought to take and keep ; nor would there beany 
went of Gardiners or Builders, it Water were of it 
ſelf fram'd to flow, where it is neceſlary,' and irrigate 
ſuch Plants, as ſtand in need of watering ; or if Bricks, 
Timber, and Stones would of their own Inclinations 
and Natural Motions range and ſettle themſelves in due 
and fitting Placef and Orders.Now if this Diſcourſe ma- 
'nifeſtly takes away Providence, and if the Ordering and 
Diſtinion of things, that are in the World, belongs to 
God, why ſhould we wonder at Natures having been 
fo diſpos'd and ordain'd by him, that the Fire ſhould 
+ be here, and the Stars there, and again the Earth ſhould 
be ſituated here below, and the Moon above, lodgd 
in a more ſure and ſtrait Priſon, found out by Reaſon, 
than that, which was firſt ordain'd by Nature? For it 
it were of abſolute Neceſſity, that all things ſhould fol- 
low their natural Inſtin&t, and move according to the 
Motion, given them by Nature, neither the Sun, Ven, 
Nor 
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BY g6r afy other Planet, would any more run a circular 
irſe : for light and. fiery Subſtances have by Nature 
their-Motion direfAly upwards, And if perhaps Nature 
it felf receive this Permutarion and Change by reafon of 
the Place, that Fire, having its Motion here, ſhould in 
- adire& Line tend upwards, but being once arriv'd at 
Heaven, ſhould turn round with the Revolution of the 
Heavens, what wonder would it be, it heavy and ter- 
reſtrial Bodies, being in like manner out of their natural 
Place, are vanquiſhr by the ambient Air, and forc'd to 
take another fort of Motion, For it 6annot with any 
Reaſon be faid, that Heaven has by Nature the Power 
to take away from light things the Property of mount- 
ing direaly upwards, and cannot likewiſe have the 
Force to overcome heavy things, and ſuch as tend 
downwards ; but that ſometimes making uſe of this 
Power, and ſometimes of the proper Nature of the 
things, it ſtill orders every thing for the beſt. 

Bur if laying aſide thoſe ſer le Habits and Opinions, 
to which we have enſlav'd our ſelves, we muſt frankly 
and fearleſly deliver our Judgment, it ſeems clear ro 
me, that there is not any part of the Univerſe, which 
has a peculiar and ſeparate Rank, Situation, or Motion, 
that can ſimply be ſaid ro be natural to it. But when 
every thing exhibirs and yields up ir ſelf ro be mov'd, 
as is moſt profitable and fit for that, for whoſe Sake it 
was made, and to which it is by Nature appointed, ſuf- 
fering, doing, or being diſpos'd, as is moſt expedient 
and meet for the Safety, Beauty, and Power of the 
ſame, than ic appears to have its Place, Motion and 
Diſpoſition according to Nature. As a Proof of this, 
we may obſerve, that Man, who, if any thing in the 
World be fo, is made and diſpos'd according to Na- 
ture, bas upwards, eſpecially abour his Head, heavy 
and” terreſtrial things, and about the Middle of his Bo- 
dy ſuch, as are hor, and participate of Fire ; _ his

Ou ask of me then for. what reaſon it was that

couched ſlaughter, and reach'd to bis Lips the Fleſh of a dead 
Animate: And having ſet before People Courſes of ghaſt 
ly Corpſes and Ghoaſts could give thoſe parts the 
Names of Meat and Vitals, that bug, a little before 
lowed, cryed, moved and faw : How- his ſight could 
endure the Blood of ſlaughtered, flayed and mangled 
' Bodies : How his ſmell could bear their Scent : And 
how the very naſtineſs happened not to offend the taſte,

When Cadmus had ſlain the Dra- 
gon which kept the Fountain of Mars, he was afraid 
to taſte of the Water, believing it was poyſon'd ; 
which forc'd him.to wander about in ſearch of another 
Fountain, to allay his Thirſt. Ar length, by the help of 
Minervahe came tothe Corycean Den,where his right Leg 
ſtuck deep in the Mire ; and from that hole it was thar 
after he had pull'd his Leg out again, ſprung a fair Ri- 
ver, which the Hero after the folemnity of his Sacrifices 
perform'd, call'd by the name of Cadmus?*s Foot, 
' Sometime after , Iſnenus the Son of Amphion and 
Nl Nobe being wounded by Apolto,and in great pain, thicw 
hunſelf into the faid River, which was then from his 
name call'd [inenus, as Soſtratus relates in his Second 
Book, of Rivers.

For 
Helicon was aftable and nuld, and obedicat to his Pa- 
rents and Elders : but Citheron being  covetous, and 
vreedily gaping after the Eſtate, firſt kill d. his Father, 
and then treacherouſly threw his Brother down from 
a ſteep Precipice, bur in ſtriving together, fell himſelf 
along with him.

Ganges 154 River in India ſo call'd for this reaſon. A 
certain Calaurian Nymph, had by Indus ' a Son call'd 
Ganges, conſpicuous for his Beauty. Who growing up 
to Manhood, and deſperately overcome with W ine, 
inthe heat of his Intoxication lay with his Mother Dso- 
pitbuſa. The next day being inform'd by the Nurſe of 
what he had done ; ſuch was the exceſs of his Sorrow, 
that he threw himſelf into a River call'd Chliarus, after- 
wards call'd Ganges from his own Name. 

In this River grows an Herb reſembling Bugloſs ; 
which the Natives bruiſe, and keep the Juice very 
charily. With this Juice in the dead of the Night 
they go and beiprinkle the Tigers Dens; The Vertue 
ot which is ſuch that the "Tigers net being able to ſtir 
forth by reaſon of the ſtrong Scent of the Juice, are 
ſtarv'd ro Death, as Califthenes reports in his Third 
Book of Hunting. 

' Upon the Banks of this River lyes the Mountain 
call'd the Anatole, for this reaſon. The Sun, beholding 
the Nymph 4naxibia innocently ſpending her time in

Father Arbelus for the Empire, ſtabb'd him with an 
Arrow. For which being haunted - by the Furies, he 
threw himſelf into. the River Baetros, for that reaſorr 
call*d Araxes z as Cteſiphon teſtifies in his Firſt Book of 
Perſian Affairs. Araxes King of the Armenians, being 
at War with his Neighbours the Perſians, before- they 
came to a Battle, was told by the Oracle that he ſhauld 
win the Vifories, if he facrific'd to the Gods two of 
the moſt noble Virgins in his Kingdom. Now. he, 
out of his paternal AﬀeCtion to his —_— ſpar'd his 
own Daughters, and causd two' lovely V irgins, the. 
Daughters of one of his Nobility to be laid upon the. 
Altar. Which Mneſalkes, the Father of the Victims.
